RECLAIMING ARID LANDS. 


A communication relative to tho arid 


lands of Washes county is printed ia the 
JOURNAI, this morning. It contains sug- 
gestions which deserve attention. There 
are thousands of acres of land ia the 
county, now practically unproductive, SB 
they yield nothing more than scant pastor- 
age, which can be transformed into grain 
or alfalfa fields by a reasonable expendi- 
ture of labor. 
It was demonstrated in the 


unprecedented dry Beacons of 1888 and 
1889 that alfalfa, once set, will produce 
one, and if the soil is rich, as it ia in the 
valleys mentioned by the correspondent, 
two good crops of hay without irrigation. 
Ia seasons like the present there is scarcely 
a donbt that alfalfa could be started with 
out irrigation, but as no method has yet 
been discovered of foretelling the weather 
more than a day in advance, farmers w 
not take the risk of clearing, plowing and 
seeding land that cauuot be irrigated 
should irrigation be necessary. There is 
plenty of water available in the moautaiu 
streams to irrigate tens of tb.ona.inds of 
acres of land in this county which are to- 
day unproductive. Those lands Are within 
a few inilus of the railroad, but as it re- 
quires money to get the water now running 
to waste, to the lands, and the men who 
have acquired millions in Nevada, invest 
those millions elsewhere, the streams tun 
to tho sinks and the lands ere unculti- 
vated. 


A less expensive method of reclaiming 


those lands is suggested by the correspond 
oat, that is by artesian water. It requires 
no great amount of capital to give this 
method a trial, and should it prove suc- 
cessful the benefits to town and county 
would be incalculable. There is a home 
markat for more grain than is cow pro- 
duced in this vicinity, and alfalfa will 
always be in greater or less demand, accord- 
ing to the severity of the winters, BO long 
as people eat beef and wear woolen cloth- 
ing, as the greater part of the State mast 
remain a stock range, and stockmen, were 
taught by dear experience two years ago 
that they must make provision for feed- 
ing their herds and Hooka in Winter, 


There are great possibilities in the artes- 


ian water experiment and, as it is not ex- 
pensive, a company should be organized to 
give it a fiiir trial. With the adjaceu 
valleys under cultivation there would be a 
large increase in the population and taxable 
property of the county, and Reno would 
be the supplying and distributing point for 
an extensive agricultural area, with more 
inhabitants than there are to-day in the 
•whole State. 


PEOPLES' PAKTV. 


The new 
political 
party organized 


by the National Union Convention at Gin 
cinnati adopted a platform in which thera 
are several principles that will doubtless 
acceptable to the masses, and a few tba 
are not likely to meet with popular favor 
Among the latter is the demand that treas 
ury notes be issued by tho Government, to

than two percent, pet annum interest upon 
non-perishable products and also upon rea 
flitute. This demand is based upon the 
principle of the Sherman silver bill now 
in force, which makes silver bullion a com 
modify and authorizes the Treasury De 
partment to purchase monthly 4,500,000 
ounces of the commodity, not necessarily 
for coinage, but to be stored in the treas 
ury. 


The principles which will or at leas 


should recaiva the approval of the peopl 
are: The demand for the free and un 
limited coinage ef silver; that taxation 
national State and municipal shall not b 
used to build up one interest or class a 
the expense of another, and that all rev 
enne, national, Slate ondj county shall b 
limited to the necessary expenses of gov 
ernment, economically and honestly admin 
istered. 


That the new party will figure promt 


neutly in the Western States can soaroeli 
be doubted, unless ths leaders are bribec 
to create dlssentions in its ranks. Thi 
farmer whose lanils are mortgaged for i 
debt bearing a high rate of interest will b< 
induced to vote for men who promise tha 
in the event of their election the Govern 
ment will loan him money at two per cent 
Others wiU support the par'y because i 
promises to administer the Governmen 
economically and not to use taxation 
to

This may be satisfactory 
to those who are content to'chew a straw 
and wait, and I was surprised to find so 
many such, but to those who have a de- 
sire to push and get ahead without wait- 
ing for anybody, I desire to make 


A. SUGGESTION. 


First, let me say that careful inquiry 


seems to sustain the fact that grain, either 
barley, wheat or ryp, can be grown in your 
ontlyini? valleys, Luminous, Prosser, Warm 
Springs and Spanish Springs and others, 
three years out of five without irrigatiou. 
This being so, why do not land owners 
clear their land, a little at a time if need 
be, fence it, and put it to grain? 
Success 


would be moderately certain, bat it won't 
succeed until it is tried, and nobody seems 
to have nerve enough to attempt any thing 
out of tbe baaten path that any one can 
follow. 


There is even an opinion, more or less 


well founded, that alfalfa, properly sown, 
wo aid make a profitable crop in time with- 
out irrigation. I can show you this Spring 
alfalfa a foot and • half high that bai not 
bad a drop of water, except that which fell 
from the sky, in ten years, and this on 
land where water is one hundred feet from 
the surface.

water can be had in any of the valleys I 
mention.

surface water is fonnd in Lsmmons' Val- 
ley at a depth of sixteen feet.

They think their qual- 
ity is good, but unconsciously it has be- 
come quantity instead. 
Unwittingly 


they are training their public, whose eye 
they caught with some eurly or striking 
piece of work, to be perfectly ready to 
drop them the moment a new star ap- 
pears upon the literary horizon. Few 
authors of recent date made so pro- 
nounced and instantaneous success as 
Budyard Kipling, but the public hardly 
had time to catch its breath after his first 
story than idong cume a second story, a 
third, and so it has gone on until six of 
his books are oa the market, and a series 
of injunous newspaper articles in addi- 
tion—all within one year. The result is 
that the best judges agree that Kipling 
is overdoing it. 


"Oh, we are having too much of Kip- 


ling," is the generiil opinion. In conse- 
quence, the sales of his books are drop- 
ping off, and the name- of Budyard 
Kipling is loosing its magic. The sim- 
ple fact is that the great gospel of mod- 
eration applies to literature as it does to 
everything else. And, looking at it from 
a financial standpoint, this moderation 
pays. A good author, who writes only 
one story in a year, ofttimes receives 
more for that single piece of work than 
does he who writes five or six novels 
daring the same period. No matter how 
clever an author may be, how well he 
•writes, he cannot afford to overfeed his 
public. 
The literary public likes its 


daintiest desserts in small doses, and 
then, as in everything else, there is 
created an appetite for, more.—Edward 
W. Bok in Ladies' Home Journal.

68,622,250, would reach the enormous 
sum of 045,766,800, or nearly two-thirds 
of the present population of the world.
